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unc 4th -KABUL. 
Afghanistan (AP) - U.S. and 
Italian forces arrested * 21 
people in the latest coalition 
operation against guerrilla 
fighters in eastern 
Afghanistan, the U S. military 
said Wednesday. 


The arrests occurred Monday 
and Tuesday during Operation 
Dragon Fury in tne Shah-e- 
Kot Valley, in the eastern 
province of Paktia, U.S. 
military spokesman Lt. Col. 
Douglas Lcfforge said in a 
statement from Bagram Air 
Base. No fighting was 
reported. 

Several hundred American 
troops participated in the 
mission, which was supported 
by over 20 aircraft, including 
UH-60 Blackhawks, CH-47 
Chinooks and AH-64 Apache 
helicopters. 

About 150 Italian soldiers 
also took part, searching 300 
vehicles and inspecting 800 
people. Lefiforge said. 

Coalition troops mounted the 
operation to ' prevent the re- 
emergence of terrorism, deny 
anti-coalition members' 


sanctuary, and prevent further 
attacks against non¬ 
governmental organizations, 
coalition forces and 
equipment," the statement 
said. 

Earlier, a pool report filed bv 
a journalist on the mission 
erroneously indicated the 
operation took place in Shahi 
Kot, in Nangarhar province, 
85 miles southeast of the 
capital. 

A U.S. official at Bagram said 
Wednesday that Dragon Fury 
took place in the Shah-e-Kot 
Valley, the same location as 
the last maior battle between 
U.S. and af-Qaida fighters in 
March 2002. 

The operation ended Tuesday . 

Meanwhile. U.S. troops were 
preparing to destroy a downed 
AH-64 Apache helicopter that 
crashed northwest of Orgun in 
nearby Paktika province on 
Tuesday. Two American 
pilots on board were 
uninjured in crash. The 
incident was not believed to 
have been caused by hostile 
fire. 


In the eastern town of Khost. 
unidentified attackers fired 
three rockets that exploded 
near a coalition base Tuesdav 
afternoon, but no casualties or 
damage was reported. 

Farther southwest in Shkin. a 
border town in Paktika 
province, attackers sparked a 
gunbattlc with Afghan forces, 
several of whom were 
wounded and evacuated to a 
U.S. base in the town. 

One of the soldiers was in 
serious condition with injuries 
to his liver: two others were in 
stable condition; and the 
fourth was treated and 
released. Lcfforge said. 

Suspected Taliban fighters 
have been stepping up attacks 
since the start of spring, 
particularly in the south and 
east of the country. 

About 11.500 coalition troops, 
the bulk of them Americans, 
have been deployed in 
Afghanistan since the Taliban 
government was overthrown 
in a U.S.-led war in 2001.

Assistance will go mainly 
toward transport, energy, 
and natural resource 
management including 
agriculture, irrigation ana 
tne environment.

June 4th -KANDAHAR, 
Afghanistan (AP) 
Government troops 
killed four suspected 
Taliban fighters and 
captured five others in a 
gunbattle in a remote 
mountain area of 
southern Afghanistan, an 
official said Tuesday. 

The fighting occurred on 
Monday in Arghasan, a 
district of Kandahar 

province that is 130 
kilometers (80 miles) 
northeast of Kandahar 
city, the provincial 
capital, said Fayaz 
Khan, Arghasan s chief 
administrator. 

The dead included 

Mullah Abdullah, who 
was leading a band of 
about 50 Taliban 

fighters hiding in the 
Thang mountains, Khan 
said in a satellite 
telephone interview. The 
five captured Taliban 


rebels identified Abdullah as 
their commander The 
Afghan government troops 
also found an unspecified 
number of AK-47 rifles and 
rockets following the 
shooting. 

Arghasan borders Pakistan, 
and Khan said the Taliban 
fighters had slipped into the 
area from across the border. 

Fugitives of the al-Qaida 
terror network and remnants 
of the Taliban government 
militia that was driven from 
power by a U.S.-led 
coalition in late 2001 are 
believed to be hiding in 
areas along the border 
between Afghanistan and 
Pakistan. About 150 Afghan 
troops were carrying out a 
search operation in 
Arghasan. "We are still in 
the mountain area, and we 
are trying to find other 
Taliban,'' Khan said. 

In another development in 


Kandahar on Monday, 
forces of two regional 
Afghan army 

commanders loyal to 
Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai fought, leaving 
three soldiers dead and 
two wounded. 

The fighting between the 
soldiers of commanders 
Abdul Raziq and Gud 
Fahida erupted near a 
U.S. military base at 
Spinboldak, 125 

kilometers (75 miles) 
southwest of Kandahar 
city, district chief 
Fazaluddin Agha told 
The Associated Press. 

One of the Afghan 
soldier's killed, Sakhi 
Dad, also was a part- 
time translator for the 
U.S. Army, Agha said. 

After fighting stopped, 
Agha said he had no 
details about what had 
caused it 
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The Ministry of Finance 
declared on Tuesday that 
the government has 
received enough money to 
pay more than 100,000 
Afghan soldiers. Finance 
Minister Ashraf Ghani 
Ahmadzai, following a 


meeting with Ismail Khan, 
the governor of Heart, said 
that Khan handed over US$ 
20 million to the central 
government. This was a 
success for the Afghan 
government, which has 
been trying to collect 
millions of dollars in 


custom revenues from the 
provinces. Ghani said in a 
press conference that the 
provinces earned US$500 
million this past year, but 
only US$20 million has 
been sent to the central 
government. 


June 4th -SPIN BOLDAK. 
Afghanistan (Reuters) - Three 
Afghan soldiers and a civilian 
interpreter .for U S. forces 
were killed in a turf battle 
between rival factions near a 
southeastern town, police said 
on Tuesday. 

A senior Afghan police 
officer told Reuters that the 
clash late on Monday in the 
Karar Gah area near Spin 
Boldak lasted several hours 
and ended only when U S. 
troops intervened and arrested 
several Afghan fighters. 

The civilian who died in the 
crossfire was an Afghan 
national working as an 
interpreter for the U S. forces, 
he said. Two soldiers were 
also wounded in the fighting. 

The fighting was between 
forces loval to a district 


commander Gud Fida 

Mohammad and Abdul 
Razzaq, the commander 
controlling Spin Boldak, close 
to the Pakistani border. 

Turf battles frequently erupt 
between rival factions in the 
south and the east of 
Afghanistan. Remnants of the 
ousted Taliban regime are 
also thought to be active in 
the region. 

Two suspected Taliban 
fighters were killed and 
several wounded in an attempt 
to ambush pro-government 
fighters at the weekend 
around 30 miles south of the 
main southern city of 
Kandahar. 

The U.S. military, which leads 
a 11,500-strong coalition in 
the country hunting for 
Taliban and al Qaeda

members, is most active in the 
east and southeast of the 
country. 

A U.S. military statement on 
Tuesday said one Afghan 
soldier died and 14 were 
wounded in a vehicle convoy 
accident on Monday afternoon 
near Kandahar. The statement 
gave no details of the 
accident, but said five of those 
hurt were still being treated. 

Another five Afghan soldiers 
were injured in a road 
accident in Gardez but all 
were released after treatment, 
it said 

In another incident on 
Monday, a convoy of four 
fuel trucks was ambushed 
en route to a U.S. base at 
Orgun-e in the southeastern 
province of Paktia, the 
statement said. 


2 June-Hundreds of former 
Iraqi soldiers have staged a 
protest in Baghdad 
demanding pay following 
the disbanding of the army. 

Demonstrators in civilian 
clothes massed outside the

June 3rd -CHICAGO 
(Reuters) - Air travelers 
will soon be able to fly 
from Washington to 
Kabul, Afghanistan, via 
Geneva without changing 
planes. 

The new service provided 
by Geneva-based 

transportation company 
Swiss Skies AG will 
begin July 14 with flights 
leaving Washington 
twice a week, on 
Mondays and Thursdays. 

Previously, travelers to 
Kabul had to change 
planes or stay overnight 
in Tashkent, Islamabad, 
Delhi or Dubai — a trip 
that took nearly 40 hours. 

Strategic partner Kevin 
Mitchell said that Swiss 
Skies new route, which 
takes 18 hours, will 
provide "safe and 

efficient travel" for 

government employees, 
aid workers and business 
travelers who are helping 
to rebuild Kabul. 

The MD-11 aircraft will 
be configured for 48 
business class seats and 
185 coach seats, with 
round-trip fare from 

Washington to Kabul 

costing $7,500, and 


$3,500 respectively. 

Each flight will have an air 
marshall on board, Mitchell 
said. Swiss Skies also plans 
to offer special hotel deals 
and ground services in 
Kabul that include drivers 
professionally trained as 
security guards. 

Because of strict security 
checks, most first-time 
travelers must book at least 
two weeks in advance, 
Mitchell said 
The aircraft will be 
operated by World Airways 
Based in Peachtree City, 
Georgia The company has 
provided customized 
transportation services for 
international passenger and 
cargo carriers, as well as 
the U.S. military and 
leisure tour operators, for 
55 years. 

World Airways was granted 
conditional approval in 
April for $27 million in 
federal loan guarantees. 
Last month, it applied for 
government permission to 
fly to Baghdad. 

Swiss Skies, which is 
majority owned by U.S. 
investors, was founded by 
Waleed Youssef, a 
transportation engineer who 
has helped develop aviation 
projects in more than 22 
countries. 


One of the provincial 
governors, who recently 
signed the National

However, some of the more 
privileged government 
employees earn between 
US$500 and US$1,000. 

People say: 

Though one of the 
provincial governors, who 
thinks he has inherited the 
governorship of his 
province, has agreed to 
send his customs revenues 
to Kabul, he does not want 
the central government to 
hire new provincial 

customs employees. And 
now that he is compelled to 
send the custom revenues 
to the central government, 
he wants to cheat by 
sending only part of the 
revenues. 

People say: 

The Afghan finance 

ministry has decided to 


support the government by 
shifting the responsibility 
of Afghanistan’s banks to 
the money changers of 
Sara-e Shahzadci (a market 
in Kabul where money is 
exchanged) By taking such 
action, central and 
provincial bank employees 
will become jobless, the 
number of unemployed will 
increase and the 
government will not have 
to pay so many salaries. 

People say: 

As soon as the National 
Security Council issued a 
sanction saying that Hamid 
Karzai would resign, 
groups in Mazar-e-Sharif, 
who are hostile to the 
government, quickly 

convened armed militias 
from area. A fight between 
these hostile groups is not 
impossible and could 
happen any time What 
these groups don’t know is 
that before resigning. 
President Karzai could 
arrange a Loya Jirga and 
declare a Jihad (holy war) 
against these rebel groups 


with the help of the national 
army and Coalition forces. 

People say: 

When President Karzai 
answers questions from the 
international media about 
the slow pace of 
reconstruction, why doesn't 
he motivate other members 
of his government to take 
part in their own defense 
and confirm that his cabinet 
is not to blame for the 
delays. 

People say: 

Students who study in 
schools far from their 
homes are punished daily 
by their teachers for being 
late. The teachers do not 
appreciate that these 
students face many 
problems on their way to 
school. The Mille Bus 
drivers and fare collectors 
do not let students under 12 
ride the buses, since they 
don't have to pay any fare 
So, when the students 
cannot ride the bus or 
cannot afford to take a taxi, 
they walk to school and 
face the music.

Mr al-Majid said the two 
women were living with their 
nine children in two rooms of 
a trusted middle-class family's 
Baghdad home, having been 
thrown out of their palaces. 
They "wash clothes by their 
own hands, cook their own 
food and clean the house by 


themselves and live without 
electricity," he said 

"They live in a severe 
psychological disorder." 

He added that neither they nor 
he had any idea of the 
location of Saddam or his 
sons Uday and Qusay - top of 
the coalition's most-wanted 
list. The two women's 
husbands were both 
assassinated by Saddam in 
1996 after theydefected to 
Jordan. Mr al-Majid. who fled 
the country in 1995 and later 
settled in London, returned to 
Iraq in April. In a telephone 
interview, he told the paper 
Raghad and Rana were "very 
enraged" about what had 
happened to Iraq "I saw the 
tears in their eves, especially 
when we talked about the war 
and the fall of the regime." he 
said. Mr al-Majid said the two 
women blamed aides of their 


father for his fall from power 

"The regime fell because of 
the aides employed by my 
father, whose only interest 
was to stay in power and seek 
personal gain." he quoted 
Raghad as say ing 

A Home Office spokesman 
would not confirm what 
would happen if an 
application was received from 
the women "The UK is not 
required to offer asylum to 
known war criminals or those 
who have breached the human 
rights of others." he said 

"But I am not saying that this 
would apply in these two 
cases." 

Saddam's third and youngest 
daughter. Hala. lived with her 
two sisters for a short period 
but later left with her children 
for an unknown location.
